*< 'Tinat he muft retura to the place from whence he came,” Up- 
on Which he afked jeave to refit his veffel for fea; but the Go- 
veraor refufed it, and referred him to the Cuftom-Houfe; 
where, apon wpplication, he was refuied by the officers, and 
teferred back tothe Governor ; aad, finally, all the indulgence 
he could obtain was leave to remain two days for the purpofe 
of refitting bis veflel for proceding from thence.

We are informed from North Carolina, that fuch fettlers as 
Hive to the weftward of the Allegaay Mountains save revolted 
‘from the jurifdiction of that fiate, under the pretenc: that the 
extent. of territory renders a fair and equal Government totally 
impratticable.

HE bufinefs of conveyancing and forming civil deeds 
T among the Romans was long executed by officer's na- 
med Tabellions and Notaries, a€ting under public authority. 

Thefe deeds were prefaced by tides fliSmtly denoting - their 
different nature, termed Protocolla. Frequeat forgeries being 
committed, the Emperor Juitinian, in the year §37-(Nove!. 44.) 
iflued an edi&, d:fcharging ail deeds to be wiatten bat on fuch 
paper or parchment as fhould be furnithed by the public, and 
thould contain, in addition to the Protocol, the name of the 
Great Almoner *, or Intendant of the empire for the time,

Tevenue. 

When the code of laws, pyblifhed by this Emperor, came to 
be univerfally ftudied, and received in the kingdoms of modern 
Europe, the rules of the ancient Tabellions were reftored ; 
and as civil bufinefs, particularly the formation aid writing of 
deeds, had fallen into the hands of the cletgy, the. Popes, 
fond of imitating every part. of the ancicnt Imperial preroga- 
tive, arrogated to themfelyes tlre fole power of creatiag  nota- 
ties for Europe. A college of notaties was inftituted it 
Rome, for educating young: men in the profefion, and gener 
inftractions iffaed forth: for their conduct. The fees of entry 
and of commiffions granted ta thefe notaries mede a very confi- 
derable branch of the papal revenue, and was greatly incre fed 
by reviving and excexting the plaa of fuflinian. All notaries 
weie obliged to write their deeds in books delivered to them, 
from time to times every fheee of which ws ms kel. and 
amped, by proper officers at Rome, under the old title of 
Protocolla.

-Tvo 
years afterwards, a duty of fixpen¢e was.tmpofed by ftamps up- 
on the paper of our deeds,zad the former rogvlatiows Continued. 

It fis unteceifary to ftate the progiefs of the afts which 
have followed: The extention of ftamps to arvalt variety of 
articles is to this countsy atreaded with manybad cunfeqiences, 
agaialt the intention of the legiflacure aadé’éf goverament. 
The manufaéture of paper, parchinent, &c. im Soctland is dif- 
couraged, and a monopoly of. thefe valuable atticlesis fecured 
to the Londoa ftationers. The people of North Britzin are 
impofed upon, both in the quality aad price of thefe materials.
